San Juan, Porto Rico, Oct 25.— The 
aaembers cf the insular cabinet took 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States with becoming solemnity. 

They will Issue a manifesto announc- 
ing their resolution to avoid partisan 
polities and end party strife. 

About $12,000 have been collected as 
cuBtoms df'Jfis since October 18, the 
day the l<rtted States formally took 
possession of Porto Rico. 

General Ortega embarked on board 
tka Spanish steamer Montevideo and 
was saluted from the shore. He made 
a speech declaring the island bad been 
■urrendersd by order from Madrid, 
adding that he would nmr 1mt« ions 
se wltJM«U. such an order.

London, Oct 25.— The British gov- 
ernment has issued another blue book. 

The mo.st important ffaturt' is a dis- 
patch, dated Oct. 12, from tiie Marquis 
of Salisbury to the Drilish ambassa- 
dor at Paria, Sir Edmond Monson. re- 
porting the previous interview with 
Baron de Courcel, in which the latter 
wished to ascertain what solution of 
the question was possible. In this dis- 
patch the Marquis of Salisbury says: 

"I generally insisted that the Nile 
valley had belonged and still belonged 
to Egypt and that whatever diminu- 
tion that title had suff(red by the 
Jlahdls contjueBt had been removed by 
tlie victory at Omdurman." 

The Marquis of Salisbury then point- 
ed oat the helplessness of Major Mar- 
ch ami's position, which Baron de Cour- 
cel denied and finally the British 
premier, In res;)()n;(' to Baron de Cour- 
cel's suggestioD. offered to supply 
Major Marehand with food and am- 
munition, In order that he might be 
able to reach French territory. Barou 
de Courcel then s.nld France wanted an 
outlet to the Nile and the Marqula of 
Salisbury requested that the whole 
proposition be made In writing. 

This was the last Interview between 
the ambassador and the premier on 
this subject Baron de Courcel then 
went to Paris and It Is thought that 
the propoaltlon which he now brings 
embodies the points indicated in this 
conversation. The British cabinet 
council has been tl.xed for Thursday.

Clear Makan nMI Cnbaa 
tars Da Ket Actca. 

Washington, Oct. 25. — A p'^rplc^lng 
problem confronts President McKiuIey 
In the matter of flr.ing the (I'ltl^.q on 
tobacco in the island of Cuba during 
its military oectipatlon. 

The clgarmnl.prs of Florida and the 
manufacturers of tcbucco la many of 
the large cities have asi: 'd about prob- 
able changes in duties during Amerl 
can occupation and urged the abolition 
of all duty. 

They say they have be?n injured 
many thousands cf dollars by the war 
In Cuba, and that the oaly way to 
Immediately rebuild the trade is to 
eneourage the Cuban planters and 
American enterprise by giving every 
Inducement for the growing and ship- 
ping of tobacco to thl.^ country. 

On the other hard tiii> rulinc plant- 
ers have begged that no such action 
be taken, aa it would mean their eter- 
nal ruin and practically kill the tobac- 
co Industry In Cuba. 

They claim If the Import duties are 
abolished or lowered, tons of Inferioi 
tobacco would be sent to the United 
Slates from Cuba, manufactured lntr> 
cigars and shipped from the Island a.=; 
Havana clears, finding their way lato 
all the markets of the world. 

Appla Croft Sby. 

Chicago, Oct. 25.--The Orange Judd 
Farmer will say: "The apple crop of 
the United States is smaller than It 
has been since reliable statistics have 
been ecdlected. The total supply from 
the 1898 crop of the United States la 
27,700,000 barrels compared with some- 
thing over 4O.000.0CO last year, and 70.- 
000,000 In the record-breaking crop of 
1896. The failure is widespread, reach- 
ing from the PacMc coast ta> Maine, 
and In none of the states does the out- 
put of fruit approach an average. In 
the great apple states of the west the 
crop Is ali_ost an absolute failure, 
though the situation in Michigan la 
better than elaewhere."

IBxttaet Vrom Senator Ooebert Speech at Glas- 

gow. Ky.J 

"There have been many falsehoods 
and misrepresentations uttered and pub- 
lished about the law. Among tbe more 
palpable and flagrant are these: 

"It is complained that the law provides 
no penaltiea for violations of law that 
may be committed by the election offi- 
cers, and in that way the inferenct^ is 
sought to be conveyed that there is no 
law providing such penalties. Tbe pen- 
alties wore already provideil by the 
former law , and it was unnecessary to re- 
enact them. Every penalty provided by 
tbe old law for the commission of any 
election oflense whatever remains unre- 
pealed and in full force, and these penal- 
tiea cover all election offenses that can be 
'committed. 

"It has been asserted that the new law 
makes the judgment of tbe county or 
diatrict Oontaat Board oonclnsiTe in con 
tested elaotlonti Ud deprives the de- 
lealed party of an appeal to the courts. 
No grosser falsehood waa ever uttered. 
The new law leaves in full force every 
section, line and letter of the former law 
giving an appeal, first to the Circuit 
Court, and then to the Court of Appeals, 
from the judgment of a county or diatrict 
Contest Board. It was unnecessary to 
put into the new statute a provuion 
granting an appeal, because the law al- 
ready made such provision. The new 
law is not a complete election law. Its 
repealing clause is expressly limited to 
the conflict between its provisions and 
those of other statutes, and as there is 
nothing in the new law concerning pen- 
altiea or appeals, of course the proviaiona 
on those snbjecta contained in the old 
law are in full force and effect. 

"It is said that this law Tiolatea the 
principle of home rule and self-govern- 
ment. By this is i>resumal)]y meant tliat 
frauds and thefts in elections are purely 
local matters; that If there are groea 
frauds in elections perpetrated in Louis- 
ville, only the people of Louisville are 
concerned ther^, and that if fraudulent 
majorities are turned out in the Eleventh 
Congreeaional district outsiders have no 
right to complain. But tbe people of 
the county of Barren have the right in 
every district. State and national election 
to have llieir lionest votes niven their 
proper effect, and this tbey cannot have 
ao long.aa their votes can be nullified by 
frauds committed elsewhere in the !^tate. 
Of what use is it for thie Democrats of 
Barren to vote if their votes can be over- 
come by fraudulent iiisijorities in Louis- 
ville or tbe Eleventh district? Except- 
ing insignificant local ofiices, the people 
of the entire (State are greatly concerned 
in having honest elections everywhere in 
the State. 

"Colonel Richard W. Knott says in the 
Louisville Post that the law was unneces- 
sary bccauae the Democrats now have 
more than twice as many County Judges 
as tbe Republicans. This can mean but 
one thing, that in thirty-nine counties 
tbe Kepublicaua cannot steal as many 
votes as can Democrats in eighty-one 
counties. I am not prepared to concede 
this proposition as to tbe stealing capac- 
ity of the Republican party, and I deny 
that tbe proper way to correct Republi' 
can frauds is to perpetrate Democratic 
thefts. Colonel Knott has the distinc 
tion of being the only man in the Com- 
monwealth that openly and deliberately 
advocates thefts and frauds in elections. 
This is purely the result oi tbe habit 
formed in Looisville in 1886 by the gen 
tleman wbo asaerted that anything and 
everything waa right in order to prevent 
any 'compromiae with dishonor.' 

"The Democratic theory upon this aub 
ject is that all frauds and thefts in elec- 
tions, by whatever party, ought to be 
prevented by law, if poesible. 

"It bss been said that the law is objeo- 
tionable because it concentrates power 
It concentrates power by giving to three 
honest, impartial men the tame power, 
and no more than under tbe old law was 
vested in one. And it also does this, it 
prevents any candidate at any election 
from taking part in tbe election and ap- 
pointment of tlie ollicera that are to con- 
duct the election. One of the most ob- 
jectionable features of the old law waa 
the ap)>ointment of election ofhcera by 
County .ludi;eB who were candidates for 
re-election, and they usually waia oandi- 
datea for re-eleetion." - 

The speaker caustically summed up 
the Republican record on "force" bills, 
treating snoeesslvely of the fraudulent 
defeat of Samiiel J. Tiidir, the original 
Federal force bill, which only Democratic 
efl'ort deiMrtad; the Lod;;(! bill, which 
aimed at the same end an i iiu't tbe same 
fate, and the recent New York election 
UVi putting the elaetion machinery ia

baustive flisi ussion he said: 

"The character of the opposition to 
this law is the best evidence of its neces- 
sity and wisdom. Every corrupt and 
malign influence in the Commonwealth, 
or out of it, that in any way concerns it- 
self in our elections, opposed the enact- 
ment of the law, and denounce It now 
and demand its repeal. When tbe bill 
for the law was pending the Railroad 
lobby, the Book Trust lobby and every 
other corrupt influence at Frankfort used 
every possible means to defeat it. Every 
ibflaenos that fought the Democracy in 
the campaign of ISOO and helped to steal 
Kentucky's vote waa then and is still ar- 
rayed againat thia law. 

"Fellow citizena, the real objection 
that the opponents of tbe law have to it 
they do not state. Tbe real objection ia 
that the law aasures honest elections. 
The law takes the vote of Kentucky out 
of the electicii market that has been es- 
tablished by the corruplionists that dom- 
inate the Republiean party. When in 
1900 Mark Hanna renews the "fat frying" 
and gathers another vast corruption fund 
from the trusts, monopolies and other 
combinations of the wealth of the coun- 
try, and in consideration thereof barters 
the exercise of the powers of Govern- 
ment, by which meana the contributors 
of the fund will expect not only to be re- 
imbursed, but magnificently compensa- 
ted, none of that fund will be sent to 
Kentucky. None of the oorraptlon fund 
will be sent to Kentucky because Hanna 
will not pay for that which he knows 
cannot be delivered to him. Repeaters 
and ballot-box stuflers w ill not be located 
in every railroad town of the Common- 
wealth, because it will be well under- 
stood that they will not be permitted to 
vote. In 1900 the returns of tbe election 
from the Eleventh diatrict will not be 
held beck until after the returns from all 
other parts of the State are well known. 
Telegraph and telephone messaues and 
runners will not be seut into the Repub- 
lican counties fixing tbe maforitles that 
the diflferent counties must turn out for 
tbe Uepublicau party. Under this law 
there will not be a Republican majority 
of 13,000 in Louisville one year and a 
Democratic majority of 3,000 the next 
year. Those things will not be repeated 
under this law, because they were tbe 
result of fraud and corraption."
